State College, Pa., May 26.—Two 


Texas bull snakes turned loose in the 
nature 
study 
laboratory 
at 
the 


Pennsylvania State College have just 
finished a feast on rats and mice, en- 
tirely ridding the place of the rodents 
that had been attracted by the food 
supply for the many snakes, lizards, 
turtles, ground hogs and other wild 
life specimens housed there. 


But the temporary feast and free- 


dom were too much for one of the 
harmless Texas visitors. The snakes 
had been running loose in the room 
for more than a week. Today Pro- 
fessor George R. Green, head of the 
nature study department, found one 
had its head crushed when a door had 
closed upon it. 


The nature study collection is on 


the fourth floor of Old Main build- 
ing and little attention was paid to 
the snakes, each about five feet in 
length, as they went about their 
duty 
of 
rat 
catching. 
Students, 


clerks and instructors continued their 
daily tasks, paying- no attention to 
the 7iew kind of "rat trap" that 
proved entirely efficient. 


The nature study exhibit is now a 


very extensive one, and many more 
specimens arc to be added this sum- 
mer when Professor Green takes a 
limited number of nature study stu- 
dents to a special 
camp for two 


weeks in the Seven Mountains, near 
the college, at the close of the sum- 
mer session in August.
